Anecdote of >apuleon. I. 

Napoleon was accustomed to wear 
a coat of mail under his clothes, aud 
which he rarely went without.

shall now see whether this coat of mail 
is of tbe texture you promised me." He 
fired at his breast first — the cuirass re- 
sisted. "Turn round." The man obey- 
ed. The tecond ball struck Ins back 
with the same result. The poor artificer, 
hall dead wi'.h fright, thought these tri- 
als would be sufficient, but he was mis- 
taken in his calculation. Bonaparte 
armed himself with a long fowling-piece, 
and made the same experiment op the 
shoulders, back and breast of the tiem- 
bling patient. Happily the cuirass re- 
sisted, and saved the inventor from so 
cruel a trial. "How much am I to pay 
you v " said Napoleon after this noble 
exploit. "Eighteen thousand francs." 
stammeled tbe affrighted artificer. "No 
such thing sir," said Napoleon, "I shall 
give you thirty-six thousand francs," 
and gave an order on bis treasurer for 
that amount.

It has been said by a great many (and 
friends two of the system) that the fund 
was not sufficient to pay for organizing 
schools, at some extent this was very 
true. But now, as the people have voted 
an additional tax, this objection is 
removed, and it seems to us that the 
friends of the system, will stand still 
firmer to the institution, which they 
have thus far nurtured, and upheld. — 
By so doing the twenty -five thousand, 
two hundred, and thirty-nine, enemies of 
the system, who voted against it, will 
gradually acquaint themselves with it, 
and will join hands, in promoting the 
cause of general intelligence. There 
seems to be a want of attention, on the 
part of patents and guardians, in seeing 
to the regular attendance of children, at 
school. Now, we are not in lavor of in- 
stituting a law to command the attend- 
ance of children, at school, under a 
penalty, as they ha\"e in Prussia, but it 
does seem to us, that by a little exertion, 
and more encouragement, a better at- 
tendance could be obtained. No one 
c&n estimate the good, that has accrued 
by this movement during the short pe- 
riod of its existence. And if the people 
continue in their zeal, which they have 
antecedently manifested, Kentucky, 
will hold a proud position among her 
sister states. 

Our Normal school, established at 
Lexington for the purpose of qualifying 
young men for teachers to supply the 
vacancy which now exists in many of 
the rural districts, is an act of wisdom, 
sagacity and profundity, which was the 
only movement it needed to make it 
complete.
